Ponder that uttorance, In Mississippi
the negroes areamnjority, butinthe Umted
Btates they are fow in pumbers, Therefore
the people of the United States have no-
thing to fenr from vegro dominution,
and must pass laws which will operte to
send nogroes, or Republicans, to Congress
from ull the congressional distriets in
which the negroes coustitute n majority of
the population! Aud the same rule he
would apply to the election of electors of
President of the United States, though the
Federal Constitution empowsrs the soveral
Rtates to choose such electors in any way
that may suit them. IReen would like to be
Pressdent, and in order to gratify his am.
bition s ready to ben trator to has own
raoce, and toruin & large soction of the
conntry which he claims as his own, In
saying that ** when a Federal election is
held it has pothing to do with the State
government, but becomes s part and par-
eel of the Government of the Umited States
st large, whiere there is no possibility of
pegro domination, ignorant or otherwise,”
he meant to include sl * Federal elee.
tions "—those for President of the United
Biates as well ns those for congressmen,
